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CUT RATES 
ON FREIGHT 


Business Leaders Expect 
Neo Reductions to be Made 
During Coming Year 


(EXQUASITE 

PHILADELPHIA. June 16.—A 
general reduction in freight rates 
on the rates of the United 
States this year is regarded as un- 
likely in local business circjes. 
Any reductions that may be or- 
dered by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will affect individual 
rates established by railroads since 
the period of Federal contro} stop- 


If proceedings were to be started 
now before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for a general re- 
duction of rates it would be close 
to the end of the vear before a 
decision would be rendered. It is 
the opinion of bankers and ratiroad 
men, however, in view of the heavy 
loses sustained by the raliroads in 
1920-21-22, that the com mission 
will allow them this year to earn 
net railway operating income of 
an amount sufficient to enable them 
to balance the losses of the pre- 
vious years. 

Earnings of the class-1 railroads. 
all of which have reported for 
April, indicate that the total net 
railway operating income for 1923 
will be approximately 1.20.00 
000. If this figure is reached it 
will show slightly more than ¢ 
per cent earned on the estimated 
Valuation of 18.86%, %%, of the 
railroads of the country.

LEGION ADOPTS 
RULES FOR FLAG 


Conference Decides Proper 
National Banner Always to 
Take Precedence 


Use as Ornament or for Any 
Decoration Barred 


(er 4. PF. NIGHT WIRK) 
, WASHINGTON, June 16-—A 
code for the proper use and re- 


adopted by the American Legion 
conference here yesterday. 

The flag should be displayed from 
sunrise to sunset only or between 
euch hours as designated by prop- 
er authority on national and State 
holidays and on historic and spe- 
cial occasions. The flag should al- 
ways be hoisted briskly and low- 
ered slowly and ceremoniously. 

When carried 


States is on the right, Le. the 
flag’s own right, or when there 
ie a line of other flags, the flag 
of the United States may be in 
front of the center of that line. 
When displayed with another 
flag. against a wall from crossed 
staffs, the flag of the United States 
should de on the right, the flags 
own Tight, and its staff should be 
a front of the staff of the other 


CENTER OF GROUP 

When a number of flags are 
grouped and displayed from staffs, 
the flag of the United States should 
be in the center or at the highest 
point of the group. 

When flags of States or cities 
or pennants of societies are flown 
on the same halyard with the flag 
of the United States, the flag of 
the United States must always be 
at the peak. When flown from ad- 
jacent staffs, the flag of the United 
States should be hoisted first. No 
flag or pennant should be placed 
above or to the right of the flag 
of the United States. 

When the fags of ten or more 
to be 
staffs of the same height and the 
flage should be of equal size. 

When the flag is displayed from 
a staf projecting horizontally or 
at an angle, the union of the flag 
should go clear to the head of the 
staff’ unless the flag is at half 


When the fag of the United 
States is displayed other 
fiown from a staff. 
displayed flat. When displayed 
elther horizontally or vertically 
against the wall, the union should 
be uppermost to the flags right. 
Le. to the observer's left. When 
displayed in a window it should 
be displayed the same way, e., 
with the union or blue feld to the 
left of the observer in the street. 
When festoons or drapings of blue, 
white and red are desired, bunt- 
ing should be used, but never the 


When displayed over the middle 
of the street, as between buildings, 
the flag should be suspended vertl- 
cal with the union to the north 
in an east and west street or to 
the east in a north and south 
street. 


When used on a speaker's plat- 
form the flag should be displayed 
above and behind the speaker. It 
should never be used to cover the 
speaker's desk. If flown from «a 
staff, it should be on the Speakers 


When used in unvelling a statue 
or monument, the flag should not 
be allowed to fall tea the ground, 
but should be ca aloft. 


flag ie first holsted briskly to the 
peak and then lowered to the half- 
staff position, but before lowering 
the flag for the day it is raised 
again to the peak. 

On Memortal Way. May 29, the 
flag ia displayed at half-staff from 
sunrise until noon, and at full 
staff from noon unt!) sunset. 


BURN WHEN WORN 
When used to cover a casket, 
the flag should be placed eo that 
the union is at the head and over 
the left shoulder. The flag should 
not be lowered into the grave or 
allowed to touch the ground. 
When the fag is displayed in 
church, it should be from a staff 
placed on the congregation's right 
as they face the clergyman. 
When the flag is in such a con- 
dition that it ts no longer a fit- 
ting emblem for display, it should 
not be cast aside or used in any 
way that might be viewed as dis- 
respectful to the national colots, 
but should be destroyed is «a 
whole, preferably by burning or 
some other method in harmony 
with the reverence and respect we 
owe to the emblem. | 
“Do not the fag as drapery. 
use bunting.” save one of the 
“don'ts,” as others bar ite use as 
covering for a ceiling. as a part 
of a costume, or athietic uniform, 
embroidered upon cushions. or 
handkerchiefs, or printed on paper 
boxes.

Greek Church Patriarch Sees 
Pope Presiding 


Renunciation of Supremacy 
Claim Demanded 


Important Questions Put Up 
to Conference

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 16.— 
“Whenever the Pope at Rome is 
willing to give up his claim that 
all the churches must acknowl- 
edge his supremacy and accepts to 
act simply as presiding Olficer of 
a federation of churches, the union 
of Christendom can be achieved,” 
Geciared Patriarch Meletios of the 
Greek Orthodox Church in an in- 
ter view. 

He was quite willing, he sald, 
that the Pope be the president of 
the united church, but he -had 
seen no indication of any tend- 
@ency in the Vatican to agree to 
such an arrangement and to re- 
hounce its view of the Pope as the 
“absolute monarch, not only of the 
Catholic Church, but of all the 
churches.” 

Although he spoke in French, 
curiously enough the Patriarch 
never said Leglise catholique,” 
but always used the English term. 
“the Roman Catholic Church.” His 
statement of the condition requisite 
for the union of the churches gains 
in interest since this is one of 
the questions before the congress 
of the nine autocephalic Orthodox 
churches which is now being held 
here under his presidency. 


MUST PROVE APOSTOLAC LINE 

Under this heading, he said, the 
congress may also consider the re- 
Quest of the Anglican Church 
to have the apostolic ordination of 
its bishops recognized by the Or- 
thodox Church. The legitimacy of 
an Episcopalian church depends 
upon its being able to prove that 
its powers of ordination come 
down in an unbroken line from 
the aposties. The Church of En- 
Fand applied to Pope Leo XIII 
for confirmation of its title, but 
he refused on the ground that the 
line of succession was broken in 
England at the time of the separa- 
tion from Rome.

Fourcault System Will be 
Employed at Plant in 
Torrance 


Incorporation of a new indus- 
try. a $1,000,000 glass plant, by 
a group of Los Angeles business 
men, hag just been announced. 


The concern is the Western 
Sheet Glass Company, which has 
taken over the plant of the Tor- 
rance Window Glass Company at 
Torrance, to manufacture window 
glass by the Fourcault process of 
drawn sheet glass for which ex- 
clusive western rights have been 
obtained. 

By this process window glass is 
drawn from the furance in sheets 
fifty-four inches wide and twen- 
ty-six feet long and retains the 
luster of the original enamel. The 
concern expects to make an an- 
nual production of 300,000 boxes. 

In addition, the company will 
manufacture wire and rolled plate 
glass. At the present time there 
is no factory in the Far West mak- 
ing this glass. California uses a 
large quantity + of this product, 
which is necessary for modern 
city building. The company ex- 
pects to secure all of its raw ma- 
terial in and around Los Angeles.

In “The Attic Philosopher” we 
have a masterpiece in portraiture. 
The whole character of the biond 
dilettante, a young Swedish friend 
of the artist in Chicag¢, ts here— 
the dreamer, the musician, the 
philosopher, the sensualist and the 
idealist. Nleitsch saw so much, 
that d friend Was reluctant to 
continue the poses, hence the 
picture was three months in the 
painting. The portrait le as mas- 
terly in execution as it is in inter- 
pretation—in fact, I think it is 
one of the best portraits I have 
seen for a long time. 

But we must hasten. Among

The story of this young painter, 
who has just arrived in Los Ange- 
les, ies dramatic in the extreme. In 
1914 the war took Imrey out of a 
circle of European artista, and 
friends, among whom were Zulo- 
aga, Anatole France ard Maeter- 
linck, and swept him into the strug- 
gie. He fought in the Hungarian 
army on the Galician front, was 
dangerously wounded and listed as 
dead, but was finally picked up by 
the Russians and taken into helr 
prison camp. 

Here his art as a painter se- 
cured for him many privileges and 
a certain amount of freedom. But 
the tremendous upheaval of the 
revolution, which so com 
wrecked the Russia of the «cars 
swept Imrey into its vortex. He

Trade relations between Califor- 
nia and South American ports have 
been immeasurably strengthened 
by and will be greatly expanded as 
a result of the Fifth Internationa!

FINED FOR 
OVERSIGHT 


Mexican Authorities Strict 
in Enforcement of Cus- 


toms Rules, Regulations 


MEXICO CITY. June 16.—Im- 
porters are constantly being fined 
at ports of entry in Mexico on ac- 
count of the fact that shippers 
from foreign countries do not fol- 
low closely the instructions they 
receive from the Mexican end. 

The law is the law and if it is 


in their own interests to follow out 
the correct instructions, otherwise 
the receiver has a perfect right to 
debit his shipper with any fines 
which may be imposed. 

All shipments should be clearly 
marked aa follows: Name and 
in Mexico. 
In care of (name and address of 
customs agent at port of entry.) 

All cases or packages should be 
numbered consecutively and those 
numbers should conform to num- 
bers shown on packing lists, and 
each case must show gross and 
legal weights. 

Legal weight is the weight of 
the goods, together with weight of 
interior packing, such as card- 
board, tin boxes or cans or botties, 
but does not Include the Weight of 
the outside box, case or crate. 

Customhouse agent at port of 
entry must be provided with the

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON

. DO not live enough out of doors. 
W All are aware that in the Southland, 
in fact, throughout California, we 
may live in the garden more days of each 
year than is possible in any other part of 
this great land. But we do not make our 
gardens livable and therefore cannot with 
comfort live in them. A garden is not suf- 
ficent if it consist only of cultivated 
ground, no matter how well that ground 
may be covered with cultivated plants. 
The garden should fairly teem with inter- 
est and attraction. 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society 
The annual report of America’s finest 
horticultural organization is at hand and is 
as interesting as usual. We note, however, 
that ft is just as hard to draw the public 
there as it ts here, especially if an admis- 
gion fee Is asked. The first spring exhibit 
was of spring flowering bulbs. The admis- 
sion was 25 cents and the receipts $431.50. 
The bie affair of the year was the autumn 


_ppexhibition. with the admission fee 50 cents 


and the attendance 15298. How many of 
these paid is not stated. The best patron- 
ized was u free dahlia and fruit exhibit, in 
September, the attendance being 6162. At 
a free giadiolus show the attendance was 
5966. But a ten-day wild flower exhibit, 
under the personal direction of the prest- 
dent. Albert C. Burrage, was the society's 
record success since the day of founding. 
We quote from the report: 

“The installation of this exhibition was a 
masterpiece. It was so well done that visi- 
tora were impressed with a consciousness 
of being “beck to nature.” The main hall 
was transformed into a mountain Sorte. 
At the further end an eighteen-foot high 
waterfall came tumbling over a rocky bed 
into a large and shadowy pool. it was 
backed and nearly surrounded by a most 
natural looking forest of conifers, and creat 
masses of ferns. From the pool a brook 
flowed under a rustic bridge and on through 
the central clade. Pine-needle-covered 
paths led from one fascinating point to an- 
wher. All the ferns. native to New En- 
„ und, were growing there in natural sur- 
ronpdings and made one of the most at 
ractive and instructive features. Then 
‘here were dogwoods, high and low bush 


blueberries, marsh marigolds and bay- 
berries, all in ful) over and all smiling 
and happy with their unusual neighbors, an 
assemblage such as, in all probability, will 
never come together again. It was a most 
beautiful and fascineting place, and aroused 
a most unwonted enthusiasm with the pub- 
lic which was manifested by the ex 
traordinary and unparalleled attendance. 
The turnstiles registered an attendance of 
nearly 83,000 persons, a figure never before 
even approached by any exhibition ever 
held in these halis.” — 
A Garden Magazine

Profitable table poultry must be quickly 
fattened. it is difficult to secure tender 
meat on chickens that have range. 

It is a good plan to heat the charcoal 
once in a while: this will remove moisture. 
Reing an absorbent for noxious gases in the 
system, the drier it is, the better it will 
function. 

If possible, feed the old and young sep 
arately.

Cannibalism Among Chicks 


Most breeders are more or less familiar 
with the pernicious habit of toe-pecking. or 
cannibalism, that is at times more or less 
prevalent among chicks. By some authort- 
ties it is presumed to be due to a lack of ash 
in the ration, or to insufficient animal pro- 
tein. The trouble usually takes its incep- 
tion with the taste of blood when some 
member of the brooder flock is wounded. 
Various remedies are suggested. First re- 
move all the wounded chicks. For a change 


of food, give equal parts of meat scrap, dried 


bone, oyster shell and wheat bran. V. 8. 
Freeman of Castro Valley, who grows pul- 
lets “on their feet” on contract, avoids the 
trouble by keeping the chicks quiet in a 
dark situation during the early hours of 


their feeding and exercise, there is little 
disposition to contract the habit, provided 
they are watched and that. on the first m 
dication of trouble, the guilty ones are re- 
moved. George M. Masterson of San Diego 
is quite positive that toe-pecking or can 
nibaliam can be avoided in rearing chicks. 
“We are never bothered with it, he is quo- 
ted as saying. “and notice that it is getting 
less frequent in flocks in general. Keeping 
chicks in too dark a place for the first few 
days and carrying too high a temperature 
seems to provide fertile conditions for de 
veloping toe-picking." Mr. Tumbach, well 
known White Leghorn breeder and ese 
farmer of Pasadena, advises catching any 
chick found pecking another's toes and giv 
ing him a drink of water: this applies to 
the time at which the chicks are put into 
the brooder. If the eurly days of the chick 
existence are properly managed. there ts 
not much chance of incurring the troubl. 
Proper conditions and environment will do 
much as a preventive. 


Leg Weakness in Chicks 

Those who have been in the poultry bus 
neus fo, even a short period of time will 
know something about leg Weaknesx< “in 
growing chicks. The birds afflicted watk 
vith an unsteady gait without any outer 
ian suggesting lameness. Some have at. 
tributed it to a too rapid growth, others to 
constitutional weakness, and still others 
say it is hereditary. As a remedial meas 
ure a change of ration, one less charged 
with fattening ingredients, be used in a 
late issne of Texas Farm and Ranch. Nellie 
Portrey says that leg weakness is (due pri 
marily % poor elimination of waste materi 
al from the body, and that the only way to 
prevem this is to feed the chicks some- 
thing that contains inert material. This 


causes a quick cleaning of the digestive | 


tract through mechanical stimulation. If 


you are in doubt about this, die up a grass. 


sod and place it (grass downward) im the 
brooder house. By a little watching it will 
soon be discovered that the chicks will not 
ony pick out and eat the roots but wil! 
also greedily swallow an amazing amount 
of fresh earth. This shows that it is the 
imert material that is needed. After the 
roots and a part of the earth have been 
eaten, the sod may be turned over and the 
Krass eaten. But still better than this is 
to turn the chicks out directly onto loose 
ground as much as possible. If leg weak- 
ness has already set in, the treatment 
should be the same as in merely prevent. 
ing it-—plenty of exercise on fresh earth.

Nipped in the Bud

Growers’ Exchange and other citrus organ- 
izations for the shipping of good oranges 
and lemons. The “get-rich-quick” artist in 
question had perfected a daring plan, which 
contemplated getting even his advertising 
free. Using an attractive letterhead 
adorned with the name of a fictitious grow- 
ing and shipping concern, he had actually 
succeeded in persuading many newspapers 
of the East and Middle West to accept and 
charge ads offering boxes of oranges, 
grapefruit or lemons to all who would 
send $2 of the accepted currency of the 
land to a certain beach town address. Be- 
cause three or four of the papers ad- 
dressed thought it best to check up on the 


would-be advertiser, the plan didn’t get“ 


very far. The thing that is puzzling the 
investigators of the scheme is the fact that 
the man did apparently intend to send his 
“customers” something for their money. 
Boxes of withered and undersized fruit, 
stuff that even a peddler would not dare to 
offer from the back end of a cart, were 
found all ready for shipment O. D.—in 
the gentleman's garage. It would have 
been a new kind of advertising for the 
Golden State—if it had worked. California 
cannot be too careful about guarding its 
reputation in these respects and those who 
expose and stop such swindles are entitled 
to a vote of thanks.

CAMPAIGN SUCCESSFUL 

Quality of fruit is one of the most im- 
portant factors in handling a crop with 
profit to the grower as well as the canner. 
A large crop of poor quality fruit ordinar 
ily brings less returns than a smaller crop 
of good quality fruit. Some canners whe 
bought large quantities of poor fruit in 1922 
were forced out of business and others 
have large stocks still on hand. There is 
no first-crade fruit in the hands of the can- 
ners today, and that indicates clearly how 
easy it is to sell a high-quality product. 

Soon after the crop of 1922. the members 
of the Agricultural Extension Service 
throughout California began tall ing “qual- 
ity fruit only.” It was recognised that if 
the fruit industry were to go through an- 
other season of poor-quality fruit produc 
tion it would be disastrous for the grower. 
Farm advisers in the various counties, made 
it part of their program of work to en 
courage growers to produce high quality. 
One of the means toward this end was the 
conducting of a Statewide campaign on 
fruit thinning. This included publicity 
over a period of several months as te the 
great necessity for thinning to get quality, 
and finally a series of field demonstrations 
to show how it should be done. 

The results of this thinning campaiga 
have been exceptional. Canners, farm ad: 
visers, and others report that more and 
better thinning has been practiced this year 
than ever before. In Southern California i 
has not been the common practice for grow. 
ers to thin apricots, but following these 
demonstrations most growers thinned the 
fruit severely, as was advised.

The production of raisins in Kings county 
last year was 10,000 tons of Muscats, 2000 
tons of Thompson Seedless and 1000 tons of 
Seediess Sultanas. Despite the fact that 
a large part of the crop was lost, due to the 
car shortage, approximately 2000 cars of 
Muscat grapes were shipped and a large 
tonnage was packed by the local canneries. 
More tuscat grapes are being canned each 
year and the good shipping qualities of that 
variety is causing an increasing demand for 
u from the Eastern cities. 

“There were twenty firms engaged in 
shipping fresh grapes from Kings county 
last year and many of these buyers are al- 
ready in the field for this year’s crop, 
though they have not announced the open- 
ing prices. 

In value of produce peaches are next to 
raisins in Kings county. This county leads 
the valley counties in volume of Eastern 
shipments and stands third in amount of 
dried peaches produced. In a fresh state, 
some 400 carloads were shipped last year 
East, while 8000 tons were packed by the

local canneries. The production of dried 
peaches was 3600 tons, This year’s produc- 
tion will no doubt exceed last year’s, for, 
added to the 5000 acres now producing, 1000 
additional acres will come into bearing this 
year. Estimate of the crop this year is 10⁰ 


per cent of normal. 


“The production of apricots in Kings 
county this year is estimated at between 
2500 to 3000 tons of dried fruit and 2500 
tons of fresh fruit to be packed by the 
canneries. A large portion of the apricots 
in this county are ot the Tutu variety, the 
only canning variety grown extensively in 
the San Joaquin valley. The Tilton ‘cot’ is 

a native of Kings county, I. troduced by J. 
. Tilton. The historic old cot tree which 
developed this wonderful fruit is still grow- 
ing in the orchard of the Tilton farm, a 
few miles northeast of Hanford. The crop 
condition is estimated at 75 per cent of 
normal. 

“The prospects for prunes and plums are 
also good this year. It is anticipated that 
* 1200 to 1500 tons of the dried prod- 

ll be shipped from the county dur- 
— season. Plums also promise to be 
a heavy crop with much new acreage com- 
ing into bearing. Between forty and fifty 
carloads will probably be shipped. The 


crop will ripen about ten days earlier than 
usual.”

POULTRYMEN SELECT 
BOARD OF CONTROL 


The Executive Committees of the Seven 
Southern Counties Poultrymen’s Depart- 
ment recently selected a Board of Control 
to govern the Accredited Breeders and 
Hatchery project, plans for which were 
adopted at a general poultrymen’s meeting 
at Pomona in May. 

According to the committee the Accredit- 
ed Breeders and Hatchery project is for 
the purpose of improving the quality of 
baby chicks which are produced in Southern 
California each year. They state that there 
are two big economic losses to the poultry 
industry which can be controlled to some 
degree by this project. Brooding studies 
carried on recently show that approximate- 
ty 20 per cetit of all baby chicks are lost 
within the first twelve weeks. This pro- 
posed project will improve the quality and 
health of these chicks to the extent that 


this mor should be cone -*bly leg 
sened, the committee believes. 

Poultrymen also find it necessary to cull 
their birds rather heavily to remove the 
poor layers from their flocks. This opera- 
tion, the committee points out, is a very ex- 
pensive one @ the poultryman, as it re- 
quires a heavy replacement of birds to keep 
up his flock. The Accredited Breeders and 
Hatchery project, as it is planned, will, it is 
believed, cause the producers of baby chicks 
tu pay more attention to their breeding op- 
erations so that a larger percentage of their 
birds will produce heavily, and to lessen 
the need of culling poor producers from the 
flocks. This project will also stress the 
importance of high record birds in breeding 
flocks to increase the average production 
of Southern Califiornia flocks. 

The Board of Control, which will have 
charge of the project, as selected by the 
Executive Committee of the Seven Southern 
Counties Poultrymen’s Department of the 
Farm Burean, is composed as follows: A. 
K. Block, Orange county; J. O. Snider, San 
Bernardino county; E. E. Eisenberg, River- 
side county; E. C. Hogsett, Los Angeles 
county; C. R. Grau, San Diego county: and 
three members at large; M. A. Schofield.

The qgvuentity of water used on the eordi- 
nery %% large that the anit of 
measurement most convenient to use in the 
acre foot. This unit ix the amount of 
water that will cover one «. re to a depth 
of one foot. Ita convenience ties in the 
facility of computing § irrigation needs of 
the various crops, for it can be readily seen 
that one acre foot of water will cover two 
ure six inches deep, three acres four 
inches deep, and on, in proportion. in 
some of the large and well-developed irri- 
cation districts of California, this unit is 
used in selling water. 

It is difficult. to measure flowing water 
directly in nere feet. A popular unit for 
measuring Water in streams or ditches is 
in cubic feet per second of flow. The cubic 
foot per second will deliver approximately 
two acre feet per day of twenty-four hours. 
To find the discharge or flow in gallons per 
minute, the cubic feet per second being 
known, multiply the cubic feet per second 
by 450, since the cubic feet per second 
equals 450 gallons per minute. 

Another unit which is sometimes used, 
but is less definite and accurate, is the 
miner's inch. For correct measurement, 
in miner's inches, the head of water above 
the orifice should he ay reading to the 


center in every case.- U a four-inch 
pressure, the miner's ine is about 1-40 
cubic foot per second, while under a six- 
inch pressure, it is nearly 1-50 cubic foot 
per second. 

The method most commonly used, and 
which, if properly arranged, is quſte accu- 
rate, is the Weir Dam system of measure 
ment. it is necessary when measuring 
with a Weir dam to select a place for it in 
the ditch or stream so that a full flow over 
the crest can be obtained and an air fap 
ean be produced under the discharging 
stream. in constructing «a rectangular 
weir for this purpose, the notch cut in the 
hoard should be about half the width of 
the stream. It should also be in even feet 
or inches as to width. with the edge 
levelled toward the upstream side. A stake 
sheuld he placed et least four feet up 
strenm, and a mark placed indicating the 
level line of the weir. The depth of water

Another method that will give a fair ap 
»roximation of the volume of water flow. 
ng in a ditch or stream is as follows: Se. 
fect a place along the ditch that is level 
and uniform for a distance of about 200 
‘eet. Then measure the cross section in a 
number of places. taking the width and 
depth at the surface of the water, and com- 
puting the average square feet.

Having 
the area of the water flowing in the ditch 
in square feet. multiply it by the feet per 
second the float travelled, and divide the 
result by da. This will give the approxi- 
mate second feet. In case the measure- 
ment is taken in a wooden flume, the result 
should be divided by 70. 

Two research assistantships, giving op 
portunity for graduate work in forestry, 
are now available each year at the Univer- 
sity of California, according to the Forest 
Service, United States Department of Agri- 
culture.

tion of herd sires, all being matters tothe 
carefully considered. Mr. Perrin also ket 
in mind the fect that he must secure a c@ ) 
bination of scale, early maturity and quant 
in order to breed the correct Hereford typ 
of today. Nor was it forgotten that th: 
majority of young bulls sold would zo to the 
range, to be cros on range cows and 
that, consequently, great constitutional vie 
or and good hone, coupled with a dominant 
prepotency, were desired. 

It is a matter of history that we owe the 
wonderful improvement of the Hereford 
breed almost. entirely to the blood of two 
great families, namely. those of Garfield 
descended from Sir Roger, and Anxiety by 
Longhorns. Nearly every Hereford of note 
traces to either one or both of these two 
famous strains. Three modern Hereford 
families spring from these two lines, the 


F@rtax family from Garfield; the group of 
Anxiety 4th families from Anxiety, and the 
now-famous Woodford family from a blend- 
ing of the two, through the use of a Garfield 
bull on an Anxiety cow. How completely 
the Hereford breed has relied upon these 
great strains for its improvement is shown 
in the report of the Chicago International 
Live-stock Show, where it is reported that 
every Hereford that has won championship 
honors, with the exception of three, traces 
back to these great. sires. 

Perfection, the sire of the great bull, Per- 
fection Fairfax, and representing the Gar- 
field family, was crossed on Belle Donald 
Hanh, a Beau Donald female from the An 
xiety 4th family. and this mating produced 
the great show ar breeding bull. Woodford 
500,000, one of the outstanding sires in mod- 
ern Hereford history. He developed not 
only great scale, early maturity and albun- 
dant quality, but proved to be very prepo- 
tent, stamping his good qualities upon his 
get to such an extent that one has only to 
scan the annals of our big shows for the 
last five years to appreciate the wondefful 
record he has made. It is not strange then 
that Mr. Perrin selected a Woodford founda- 
tion for his Oakset herd.

The name Missouris or Missouri 
was originally applied by the Indians living 
west of the Mississippi and along the shore 
of the Missouri.

The Lake Michigan Indians used birch- 
bark canoes, as did Marquette and Joliet in 
their descent of the Wisconsin to the “Con- 
ception,” while the Indians on the muddy 
river used canoes dug out of logs, because 
the birch-bark canoes were too frail for the 
navigation of the turbulent stream.

The ceiling—the 
come for both rooms—was of the antique 
iy,e consisting of exposed round timbers 
overlaid with a compact mesh of branches 
coud twics. Gypsum and yellow ocher neat- 
ly finished the mud walls: The old 
woman's faculty for design was displayed 
in the pleasing distribution of white and 
yellow-drab upon the mantel and chimney. 

Absence of furniture and accumulated 
household junk“ give Pueblo interiors a 
distinctive quality. I have called it rest- 
ful: it is, in contrast to many American in- 
teriors, inviting to mental collectedness and 
reflection. The rooms used mainly for stor- 
age are of course exceptions to this; they 
do service for barns and granaries, and 
in them may be seen all manner of dried 
foodstuffs and curious articles of Indian 
busbandry and ceremonial. But the living- 
rooms are nearly always conspicuously 
bare. 


In this neat little suite were neither beds, 
tables, chairs nor carpets. A slim pile of 
bedding occupied a corner. Above on a 
pole suspended horizontally from the roof- 
beams hung the few articles of the old 
couple's wardrobe, Under the window was 
a pile of damp sand, a necessity in every 
Indian household for the conditioning of 
moccasin soles. On the elevated floor 
rested a beautiful tinaja, recently filled 
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newness in various house styles. 


was a young mah whose distinctive attire 
and energetic manner immediately en- 
gaged our interest and admiration. Dick 
introduced him as the sun-priest. He re 
ceived us politely and kindly. Apparently 
he was a young conservative. He spoke ao 
English, and his interests, like his clothes, 
seemed to belong to the pre-white-man era. 
His cotton pantaloons and shirt were pat- 
terned on a native style rarely seen. The 
shirt, gathered at the waist in tucks, flared 
out over his hips minstrel fashion. He was 
spick and span from his neatly combed hair 
and scarlet headband to his shapely feet in 
giovelike tan moccasins. PEntwined strings 
of shell and turquoise necklace, long silver 
earrings and heavy bracelets, were orna- 
ments in the right place.

His mocassins, beads 
and touches of color, combined with 
rumpled store trousers and a shirt long 
overdue at a laundry, produced a nonde- 
seript slovenly tramp impression. 

A good many Zuni males wear such dis- 
reputable mixtures. Dick, however, was 
quite neat in his corduroys and velveteen 
shirt, supplemented with a handsome silver 
necklace, a fancy belt, a bright headband 
and skilfully made mocassins. The old

in a blanket. When I entered, observing 


this form bending over my patient, I 
guessed at once that the medicine-man was 
on the job. So I joined the circle about the 
food, trying to get a few words out of 
tongue-tied Fanny, while the old fakir re 
moved a stone or stick from my patient's 
heart or liver. 

As soon as the medicine man's back was 
turned she gave me the wink, so to speak: 
and later, though perfectly well, was eager 
to take as much of my medicine as she 
could get hold of. That same day a sheep 
was killed by a young son-inlaw: and I 
presume the medicine-man received a large 
haunch as his guerdon. 


by the household and an invitation to eat 
with them. n in discourteous to decline 
such an invitation; if you are not hungry 
you are expected at least to eat enongh to 
show your good-will. But as I bad squatted 
on the floor and eaten with Pueblo Indians 
many times before, [I experienced no 
squeamish difficulty in helping myself to 
mutton stew out of the common bowl par- 
ticularly as Dick and I had first privilece— 
nor in eating their homemade bread and 
sampling their cheap over-cooked coffee. 

Such experiences I spared my wife, well 
knowing that she would be most thankful. 
In lodging with our Indian friends we let 
them know that we had plenty of food. 
They understood and did not make their 
hospitality obstrusive. Indeed, no family 
of whatever nationality or social stratum 
could have displayed greater tact and con- 
sideration toward visitors. Curiosity they 
either lacked or studiously concealed. Even 
their children were well behaved and never 
bothered us. A truer instance of ideal re- 
lationship between hosts and guests I have 
never encountered. 

But our curiosity was not to be sup 
pressed, and before long we were sampling 
paper-bread and tortillas hot, crisp and aro- 
matic from the soapstone griddle.

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WALLS AND CEILINGS 
ERHAPS the best thing to do before 
building a house would be to read 
books on how the world is sheltered. 
If we took the trouble to do this we 

would of necessity be impressed with the 
fact that four walls and a roof are intended 
to protect from the elements. The more 
@ffectually this purpose is accomplished 
the more ideal the home. In these mod- 
ern days when we 80 so far beyond the 
bare utilitarian idea in building our homes 
we must, nevertheless, not forget this fun- 
damental principle. Of the two, ceilings 
and walls, the cellings must bave in the 
higher degree the characteristic of protec- 
tiveness. The “roof over our heads” must 
not in any way appear filmsy.. To accom- 
plish this many builders are using a rough- 
er finish than that given to the walls. If 
cloth, instead of plaster, is used on the cell- 
ings it is only necessary to give it a rough- 
er finish in paint or to use a cOarser caq- 
vas than that on the walls. 

Strength is also given to ceilings by not 
having them of too light a color. Of course 
ceilings must be relatively lighter than 
walle and floors, but it should not be ex- 
aggerated. Our pleasure in beamed cen 
ings arises from the fact that they express 
protection in a high degree and are, there 

. very “homey”. Ceilings may be ap 
parently raised or lowered by several de- 
vices, Color has been mentioned in rela- 
tion to the structure of the ceiling; it mag 
also be used in relation to elevation. The 
darker the ceiling the lower it appears to 
be. Also ornamentation redaces its height. 
This is true of,ceiling decoration of any 
type, whether it be paintings, figured pe 
per, beams, or panels. Ourving a ceiling in- 
creases its actual height.

7 ce room is structurally bad if the 
ceiling do®s not meet the walls def 
nitely and firnty, Their relationship must 
not be in doubt. Too often we see strong, 
sturdy ceilings joined to walls of a corre- 
sponding nature by thin delicate lines that 
are quite incongruous. This mistake is 
made, no doubt, because we are aware that 
baseboards must be heavier in appearance 
than cornices. A cornice heavy enough to 
support a strong ceiling may be made to 
accord with the baselbard by breaking it 


with several horizontal lines. 


a cornice is not used to join ceiling 
and walls a good effect may be secured by 
painted bands, that, in color, are darker 
than either walls or ceiling; or bordered 
paper may be used. 

The cornice is usually found to be the 
most satisfactory. If the walls are paneled 
with upright strips they relieve the cornice 
or its substitute of much respengibility. In 
that event the joining of ceiling and walls 
need not be so marked. The upright 
strips may be surmounted by a horizontal 
one very little wider than itself. A fiat 
strip may be used for this purpose, but one 
that is varied by curves will be much more
